New British Mystery Bombers, 
‘Fastest in World,’ Go Into Action 


LONDON, May 14 (AP).—British 
communiques revealed today the 
Royal Air Force has been using 
secret types of planes. 

Until the war spread to Holland 
and Belgium, the British Spitfires, 
Hurricanes, Wellingtons and Blen- 
heims bore the brunt of the war 
in the air. 

A Bristol-Beaufort, described as 
the fastest twin-engined bomber in 
the world, took part in the attack 
on the German-occupied Waalhaven 
airdrome near Rotterdam. The 
Beaufort is said to be capable of 
“300 miles per hour plus.” 

The new bomber carries a crew 
of four—pilot, navigator, gunner 
and radio operator—and has a pow- 
er-operated gun turret amidships, 
with four guns mounted forward. 


Specially designed for rapid man- 


j 


ufacture, the Beaufort is known as 
the “jack of all trades” of the R. 
A. F. It can be used as an or- 
dinary long-range bomber, torpedo 
bomber, or general reconnaissance 
plane. 

Britain’s “mystery” fighter plane, 
the Boulton Paul Defiant, is report- 
ed also to have got in deadly work 
against German bombers in opera- 
tions over Holland and Belgium. 

Equipped with’ a power-operated 
muiti-gun turret aft and an un- 
known number of machine guns for- 
ward, the Defiant is expected to be 
a valuable defense weapon in the 
event the Germans launch mass 
bombing raids on England. Its

LONDON, May 14 (AP).—Queen 
Wilhelmina of the Netherlands was 
joined in London this morning by 
Premier Derek Jan de Geer and 
other members of the Dutch Gov- 
ernment, who arrived here from 
Holland. 

The Netherlands Minister of 
Justice, Prof. Pieter S. Gerbrandy, 
said 11 members of the Govern- 
ment came to England aboard a 
British warship, as did the Queen 


and the other members of the 
Royal Family who arrived yester- 
day — Princess Juliana, Prince 
Bernhard and their two daughters, 
the Princesses Beatrix and Irene. 

Sir John Monck, representing 
Foreign Secretary Lord Halifax, 
met the Dutch Ministers at St. 
Pancras Station. 

Proclamation by Dutch Queen. 

In a proclamation broadcast over 
the Dutch radio, Queen Wilhelmina 
said her country “remains a full 
member of the community of states 
and will be in position -to continue 
co-operation with her allies. The 
Netherlands will, by the grace of 
God, regain all their territory. Do 
not despair.”

Strategically, the capture of 
Sedan by Germans would not 
mean the breaking of a French 
line along the Meuse River be- 
cause the town is on the right, 
or east, bank, 

The old city probably gave its 
name to the sedan automobile. 
Sedan chairs, easy riding con- 
veyances which carried the gen- 
try on peasant shoulders in the 
eighteenth century, first were 
made in Sedan, legend has it. 

The town has a population of 
18,000. Major industries are 
cotton mills, coal and iron

Hitler Has God-Given Mission 
To Make World Happy, Says Ley 


BERLIN, May 14 (AP).—Reichs-, 
fuehrer Adolf Hitler was described 
today by Robert Ley, German La- 
bor Front leader, as carrying out 
in the war a “God-given natural 
mission” to “bring Europe and the 
world to reason and thereby make 
Europe and the world happy.” 

“For us there is no retreat,” he 
said, in an article in the newspaper 
Der Angriff under the heading “We 
March.” 

“It is our holy and unconquer- 
able idea: we believe we must de- 


stroy madness and craziness, and in 


place of an ever-warring Enrope— 
therefore a Europe. doomed to de- 


dered, reasonable and intelligent 
Europe.” 

Der Angriff, founded by Minister 
of Propaganda Joseph Paul Goeb- 
bels, now is the official organ of 
the German Labor Front compris- 
ing 2,600,000 workers. 

Ley asserted England “has not 

sed its colonies and its world em- 
pire for the blessing of Europe, but 
as a curse on European nations and 
people and therefore against Eu- 
rope and its inferests.” 

“We German men of the present 
therefore must march as flagbear- 


6000 to 7000 airplanes on the 
Belgian front, with Liege being 
subjected to incessant bombing 
since midnight.

Civilians Evacuate Sedan. 

Sedan has been abandoned by 
civilians, the military spokesman 
admitted. 

Charles Morice, military com- 
mentator of the Petit Parisien, said 
in his daily review that the four 
cities of Liege, Namur, Dinant and 
Sedan “seemmto be attained by the 
enemy.” 

The high command earlier had 
acknowledged that the Germans, 
gaining momentum in their sweep 
through Southeastern Pelgium, had 


crossed France’s northern border. 

Its communique disclosed that 
the German advance was part of 
a push which carried the Nazis 
to the Meuse on an 80-mile front 
from Sedan north through the Bel- 


gian town of Namur to Liege, key 


point in Belgium’s eastern defenses. 
Military advices indicate that the 
Allies plan to make their stand 
along the Meuse. 


Heavy Fighting Continues. 
Heavy fighting started last, night 
and continued today along the 
Meuse line to which French and 
Belgian troops fell back on strong 
positions in a strategic withdrawal. 
At least 2000 tanks on the two 
sides have clashed in combat. 
Thousands of warplanes, both 
bombers and fighters, are in the 
battle. Artillery has been brought 
up on both sides.

Although three air raid alarms 
sounded in Brussels this morning, 
I heard no bombs and none fell 
near me. That is the most accu- 
rate account that can be given 
since the Government has made no 
statement on the raids. Most res- 
idents of Brussels remained in 
their homes last night but trolley 
cars ran until a late hour. 

Military Communique. 

The Belgian high command re- 
ported tonight that its forces took 
up new defense positions last night 
“without suffering any losses.” 

The communique said: 

“During the night of May 13-14, 
Belgian forces took up in good or- 
der and without suffering any loss- 
es new defense positions in accord- 
ance with the plan of operations. 

“They were supported by Allied 
armies. 

“At Namur, our troops are offer- 
fing strong resistance to violent at- 
tacks of mechanized troops support- 
ed by aerial bombardment. 

Reconnaissance by Planes. 

“Our aircraft have today carried 
out several reconnaissance flights 
in front of our positions. 

“During yesterday Belgian motor- 
ized units and cavalry corps fought 
a brilliant engagement in the re- 
gion of Gette, equalling the fa- 
mous battle of 1914.” 

Earlier the high command ac- 
knowledged that its advance forces | 
were “compelled to retire” during 
the night before the pressure of the 
enemy.

Departure Advised While Communi- 
cations Are Still Open, 
Hull Says. 


WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull said today 
that Ambassador William Phillips 
in Rome was calling to the atten- 


tion of American citizens in Italy 
the same kind of notice and warn- 
ing to leave that has been given in 
European countries now at war. 
Hull made the statement at his 
press conference after receiving 
dispatches which described anti- 
British and anti-French demonstra- 
tions in Rome and other Italian 
cities.

Red Cross Man Says Allies 
Bombed German Region 
Twice in Two Days. 


GENEVA, May 14 (AP). — 
Wayne Chatfield Taylor, head of 
the American Red Cross delegation 
in Europe, told today on arrival 
from Germany of witnessing the 
“beginning and end” of two Al- 
lied air bombings of the German 
Freiburg region. 

En route from Berlin to Basel, 
Taylor said three Allied planes flew 
high over his train Friday after- 
noon just south of Freiburg and 
later he heard bombs exploding. On 
reaching Freiburg he said he was 
informed that 40 persons had been 


killed.

MRS, ROOSEVELT HEARS TALK 
BY ‘UNEMPLOYED MOTHER’ 


Mrs. Hughes Easley of St. Louis 
Tells of Hardships in Speech 
at Washington Meeting.

WASHINGTON, May 14. — Mrs. 
Franklin D. Roosevelt listened to- 
day while “America’s Unemployed 
Mother,” Mrs. Hughes Easley of 
St. Louis, explained the hardships 
of supporting her family of 10 on 
relief payments of $68 a month. 
The wife of an unemployed elec: 
trician, Mrs. Easley is the delegate 
of 300 women members of the St. 
Louis Workers’ Alliance to a three- 
day convention here of the Na- 
tional Women’s Conference on Un- 
employment, — 
Putting the case of women on re- 
lief before Mrs. Roosevelt and 
wives of Cabinet members and 
Congressmen, Mrs. Easley said that 
for her eight. children she can af- 
ford but one quart of milk a day. 
Her 16-year-old daughter, she said, 
earns only $2.50 a week in domestic 
service. Mrs. Roosevelt interrupt- 
ed to ask if this were the usual 
wage for housework in St. Louis. 
Mrs. Easley replied that some girls 
made as much as $4 a week. 
Observing that such conditions 
gave her a feeling of utter help- 
lessness, Mrs. Roosevelt said, “If 
these women could get their stories 
across to wider circles, communi- 
ties would become aware of the sit- 
uation and do more about it.”

WASHINGTON, May 14. — By a 
two-to-one decision, the second di- 
vision of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission declined today to sus- 
pend a reduction of single car 
freight rates on coal from $3.05 to 
$2.75 a ton, between Arkansas and 
Oklahoma and St. Louis and inter- 
mediate Missouri points. The re- 
duction was proposed by the Frisco 


and Kansas City Southern rail- 
roads. It will be effective tomor- 
row. 

The protestants were the Illinois 
Coal Traffic Bureau of Chicago; 
the Fifth and Ninth Districts Coal 
Traffic Bureaus of St. Louis; the 
Central Illinois District Coal Traf- 
fic Bureau, St. Louis; the Kentucky 
Coal Agency, Inc., Madisonville, 
Ky., and the Coal Trade Associa- 
tion of Indiana, Terre Haute, Ind. 

This is not to be confused with 
the special rate of $2 a ton pro- 
posed by the Frisco Railroad for 
trainload shipments from Arkan- 
sas to St. Louis, as a means of 
helping St. Louis eliminate smoke. 
The special $2 rate has been ap- 
proved by the railways represented 
by the Western Trunk Line Ex- 
ecutives at Chicago and the South- 
western Freight Bureau at St.

The city’s first carload of smoke- 
less semi-anthracite Arkansas coal 
was ordered yesterday by Supply 
Commissioner Victor P. Roach for 
use at the City Workhouse power 
plant, where a smoke-producing 
hand-fired boiler has been used in 
the past. 

If the shipment of about 50 tons 
proves satisfactory, Roach said, the 
city will buy about 8000 tons a year 
for consumption at various other 
power plants not using stokers. 
The experimental purchase was 
made from the Arkansas-Oklahoma 
Smokeless Coals, Inc., Fort Smith, 
Ark., for $2 a ton at the mine, or 
about $4 a ton in all including the 
$2-per-ton freight rate given mu- 
nicipalities by the railroads. 

Berry B. Craven, executive sec- 
retary of the St. Louis Housing 
Authority, said yesterday that from 
2500 to 3000 hand-fired stoves and 
furnaces will be eliminated in the 
development of the two low-rent 
slum clearance projects being spon- 
sored here by the United States 
Housing Administration.

The State of Missouri, it was 
learned here today, will claim near- 
ly $40,000 State income taxes as 
due from Ex-Boss Thomas J. Pen- 
dergast for the years 1935, 1936 and 
1937. Pendergast is to be released 
from Leavenworth prison about 
May 30, after serving his 15-month 


sentence for evading Federal in- 
come taxes of $315,000, received by 
him in the O’Malley fire insurance 
rate compromise deal of 1935. 

Th State income tax assessment 
against Charles Carollo, former 
Kansas City gambling chief, has 
been made up. It covers four 
years, 1935-38, inclusive, and it is 
about $20,000. Carollo went to 
Leavenworth prison last October 
under a six-year sentence for Fed- 
eral tax evasion; he went on trial, 
instead of pleading guilty, as Pen- 
dergast and former Insurance Su- 
perintendent R. Emmet O’Malley 
did. 

O’Malley, now at liberty after 
serving his year-and-a-day term, but 
under indictment for bribery in 
state courts of St. Louis and Kan- 
sas City, is now being sued by the 
state for $4999 income tax on the 
$62,500 received by him from insur- 
ance interests, through Pendergast, 
for approving the rate compromise.

cember, 1931, in an attempt to stop 
a “silent run” on that institution 
before it was absorbed by the First 
National Bank of St. Louis. The 
deposit was later taken by the 
First National as part of a $2,000,- 
000 guaranty fund raised as a con- 
dition of the absorption. 

The amount of tax involved is 
$3825.74, which the Internal Rev- 


enue Commissioner had assessed 
on the theory that the Gaylord 


company had acted with other St. |: 


Louis banks and business houses in 
raising $2,000,000 in deposits for 
the faltering bank only*%as a “mat- 
ter of civic pride” and that the ac- 
tion was that of a “rescue party.”

Along with her anarchistie prin- 
ciples, she had adopted free love 
tenets. She was living with Alex- 
ander Berkman, when the big 
Pittsburgh steel strike broke out 
in 1892. The employers’ side of the 
controversy was led chiefly by 
Henry Frick, noted for his anti- 
union labor tendencies. Berkman 
made a bomb and went to Frick’s 
office. The bomb failed to explode, 
so he shot and stabbed Frick. But 
Frick recevered and Berkman was 
sentenced to 22 years’ imprison- 
ment. He served 14 years and eight 
months, 

Meanwhile, Emma Goldman was 
going up and down the country 
preaching the abolition of govern- 
ment. For making speeches “urg- 
ing revolution, violence and blood- 
shed” in connection with the Debs 
railway strike of 1893, she was ar- 
rested in New York and served 
seven months on Blackwell's Island. 

On Sept. 6, 1901, Leon Czolgosz 
shot President McKinley at Buf- 
falo, N. Y. In his confession, the 
assassin said he had been influ- 
enced by the writings of Emma 
Goldman and by some speeches 
which he had heard her make in 
Cleveland. She was arrested in 
Chicago and questioned for two 
weeks. 

She was released without prose- 
cution, but 18 years later, when de- 
portation proceedings were brought 
against her, A. Mitchell Palmer, 
Attorney-General, revived the sub- 
ject and there was some evidence 
that she knew Czolgosz, at least by 
sight. 

Honor Guest in St. Louis. 

While Berkman was in prison, 
she took occasional collections for 
him at her meetings, After his re- 
lease in 1906, she traveled with him 
for a time. Later Dr. Ben Reit- 
man, so-called hobo king, was 
known as her manager. The two 
went about together for several 
years, were together expelled from 
San Diego, Cal., and locked up in 
Portland, Ore. 

In this period, Miss Goldman 
made friends in the upper world, 
and was guest of honor at a dinner 
at a St. Louis summer garden, pro- 
moted by William Marion Reedy, 
editor of the Mirror. She made a 
similar appearance in a cultured 
Chicago social circle. After these 
experiences, she told interviewers, 
of the “lazy, parasitic life” of “so- 
ciety persons,” and of the “idle, 
hysterical women of the Wednes- 
day Club.” 

The team-up with Berkman was 
resumed in time for joint appear- 
ances of the two in movements op- 
posing American participation in 
the World War. They were con- 
victed together in New York in 
July, 1917, of obstructing the draft, 
and Berkman was sent to Atlanta 
Prison, while Miss Goldman was 
fined $10,000 and sentenced to two 
years’ imprisonment at Jefferson 
City, Mo. 

Upon their release the deporta- 
tion proceedings were brought. They 
fought these up to the Supreme 
Court. Finally, finding there was 
no hope of saving Berkman, _ she 
announced that rather than leave 
him she would abandon her own 
case. With 247 other aliens they 
were deported on Dec. 21, 1919, and 
as the transport Buford drew away 
from the pier, she said: 

“We expect to be called back to 
Soviet America.” 

Because the United States had no 
diplomatic intercourse with the 
Soviet Union, Miss Goldman, Berk- 
man and other Russians among the 
deportees were disembarked in 
Finland. A few days later they 
went by train to Russia and were 
given an official welcome. 

But six months later she was 
quoted in dispatches as saying that 
Bolshevism was “rotten” and she 


‘wrote to her niece in Rochester 


that the system had taken away 
all freedom from the Russian peo- 
ple. Within a year she had quar- 
reled with Lenin and Trotzky and 
fled to the Ukraine. 

Agitator for Germany. 

Thence she and Berkman made 
their way to Riga, arriving there 
in December, 1921. Early in 1922 
she turned up in Stockholm. In 
April she was “on her way to 
Prague to settle down,” but on 
July 15, 1922, was in Berlin. 

For three years she went about 
German cities, lecturing against 
Bolshevism. In December, 1923, 
she brought out a book, “My Dis- 
ilusionment in Russia.” In April, 
1924, Communists broke up a Ber- 
lin meeting which she addressed. 

In September, 1924, English rec- 
ognition of Russia gave her a pass- 
port visa which enabled her to en- 
ter England. She was there for 
months as a lecturer “consecrated 
to the exposure of the Boishevist 
myth.” 

Then in October, 1926, she ap- 
peared in Montreal as the wife of 
a Welsh miner. She claimed Brit- 
ish citizenship, but she was refused 
entrance to the United States.

CHEAPER METHOD 
OF HARDENING STEEL 
BY USING NITROGEN 


Ores Used in Process Are All 
Available in U. S., 
It Is Said. 


NEW YORK, May 14 (AP).— 
A new method of hardening’ steel 
which uses less of the expensive al- 
‘loys customary for this purpose 
was announced yesterday by E. D. 
Bransome, president of the Vana- 
dium Corporation of America. 

The experiments, he said, started 
three years ago with the steels al- 
loyed with vanadium, titanium and 


aluminum. 

“By addition of only a_ few 
pounds, in some cases as little as 
two pounds of one of these alloys 
to a ton of steel,” he explained, 
“ordinary carbon steels and the 
very low alloy steels attain the 
hardness and other important phy- 
sical characteristics of more highly 
alloyed steels.”

Nitrogen, although a gas, is one of 
the agents used in some forms of 
steel hardening. 

Bransome said it is worth noting 
that the ores for this hardened 
steel are all available in the United 
States.

Prosecutor’Says 500 Elderly 
Midwesterners Lost $200,- 
000 in Scheme. 


CHICAGO, May 14 (AP).—Con- 
viction on charges of swindling 
midwestern investors of $200,000 in 
the sale of cemetery lots near 
Twinsburg, O., left 10 defendants 
subject today to prison terms and 


fines. 
A United States District Court 


jury brought a three-week trial to 
an end last night by finding all de- 
fendants guilty of conspiracy and 
ef using the mails to defraud. 
Each faces a maximum sentence 
of two years’ imprisonment and 


$10,000 fine for conspiracy. The 
maximum penalty on _ the mail 
fraud counts is five years and $10,- 
000 fine. 

Prosecutors said 500 persons lost 
money in the scheme. Most were 
elderly residents of Wisconsin, In- 
diana, Minnesota, Michigan, Iowa 
and the Dakotas. es 

Many of the vietims were school 
teachers and farm wives. Some tes- 
tified they had lost their life sav- 
ings in purchasing lots for $160 
each on the assurance that the lots 
would later be resold for $450. 

Prosecutor A. Bardley Eben as- 
serted that lots in the Crown Hill 
Cemetery were purchased by the 
promoters for $57 apiece and sold 
through the First Commonwealth 
Trustees of Chicago. Judge John 
P,. Barnes allowed defendants to 
remain at liberty under bond pend- 
ing hearing May 20 of a motion 
for a new trial. 

Those convicted were Christian 
W. Beck of Cleveland, who devel- 
oped the cemetery; Robert Stick- 
ney of Boston, Michael D. Gordon 
of Cleveland, sales manager of the 
company; Harry Fleeman, Cleve- 
land; Harold Rose, Wilmington, 
O.; William Woodring and Mort 
Greenbaum, Cleveland; Harry Gol- 
by, Toledo, O.; Jack Harris, Chi- 
cago, and Barney Wolstein of 
Cleveland. 

Beck and Stickney were convict- 
ed on all 18 counts in the indict- 
ment. 

Four of the 18 originally indict- 
ed pleaded guilty. They were Har- 
ry Lambert, New York: William 
Mead, Cleveland; Richard Earl Tre- 
vers, New York, and Leo Shayer 
Brooklyn. A. C. McHenry of Osh- 
kosh and Kenosha, Wis., and Helen 
B, Nichols of Cleveland obtained 
severances and testified for the 
Government. Luther Woodruff 
and Joe Weiss, others indicted, are 
being sought,

Commititee Approves Revised 
Measure for $300,000,000 
Cué in National Debt. 


WASHINGTON, May 14 (AP).— 
Legislation to permit a reduction 
of more than $300,000,000 in the na- 
tional debt won approval of a Sen- 
ate banking subcommittee today 
after it struck out a section sought 
by Jesse Jones, Federal Loan Ad- 
ministrator, over the objections of 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau. 

The subcommittee voted after 
hearing Jones testify that banks 
would be “better off without” the 
Comptroller of the Currency, an 
official he said had “no more au- 
thority” than a clerk. 

Chairman Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, said that the revised bill, 
introduced by Senator Glass 
(Dem.), Virginia, would: 

Permit the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation to buy up to 
$300,000,000 worth of stock in Fed- 
eral Home Loan banks now held by 
the Treasury. This would have the 
bookkeeping result of cutting the 
national debt this amount, and re- 
turning the cash to the Treasury. 
Permit the RFC to retire what- 
ever amount it could of its $500,000,- 
000 capital now held by the Treas- 
ury. This also would reduce the 
national debt total. 

Increase from  $350,000,000 to 
$500,000,000 the RFC funds available 
for loans to railroads and extend 
maturities on RFC loans from a 
present limit of 1945 until 1955. 
The Senators refused Jones’ re- 
quest for authority to make bank 
loans without approval of _ the 
Treasury. 

Emil Schram, RFC chairman, told 
the House Banking Committee, 
meanwhile, in testimony on the 
same bill, that he thought it would 
be “good business” for the corpora- 
tion to return to the Treasury its 
current surplus.

A DANGEROUS PENSION BILL. 


Shall the door be flung wide open to general serv- 
ice pensions for World War veterans without regard 
to disability? : 
Shall the man who wore a uniform in 1917 enter 
a preferred financial status merely because he saw 
service of as short a duration as three months, re- 
mote from danger? 

Shall the widow of such a veteran enjoy the sup- 
port of the Federal Government before adequate pro- 
vision is made for the widows and orphans of service- 
connected World War dead? 

These questions must be faced squarely now that 
the House of Representatives has by its 247-to-31 
voice vote passed the Rankin bill to pension all wid- 
ows, children and dependent parents of veterans who 
have died from any cause whatsoever. 

Should this bill become law, the sound policy of 
the Federal Government on World War pensions 
would be abandoned. The wise, fair rule that a 
pension must be based on a service disability would 
be tossed on the junkheap. 

In its place, we would have the way cleared for in- 
discriminate paying of pensions. We would invite a 
pension load the like of which the world has never 
seen before. We would add heavy burdens on a debt- 
ridden country. 

There is only one way to find out how bad the 
Rankin bill is. That is to see how it would work 
in practice. Let us suppose a case: 

A 50-year-old World War veteran in good health 
marries an 18-year-old girl. The veteran saw only 
three or four months of service, and they were spent 
in the security of a Middle Western training camp. 
The girl, as her age indicates, was not born until four 
years after the signing of the armistice. 

Yet under the Rankin bill, the death of her hus- 
band, from natural causes or in an accident, would 
make her eligible for a pension. She might then 
draw this pension for decades. For pensioners have 
a habit of living to a great age. We are still paying 
a pension to at least one widow of a veteran of the 
War of 1812—a war fought over a century ago. 

There is only one time to defeat the general pen- 
sion movement. That is when it makes its first ap- 
pearance. The duty of the Senate is clear. It should 
serve notice on John E. Rankin and the other pension 
promoters that general pensions, regardless of merit 
and service-connected disability, are not going to be 
established. 

The House asks a status of privilege and benefit 
for World War veterans to which they have no right 
by virtue of military service alone. 

It should be rejected in the Senate in the interests 
of Federal solvency. ; 

It should be voted down in the interests of simple 
fairness and justice.

The victims of hurricane and earth- 
‘quake, of fire and flood, of major disaster in any 
other form, find its resources quickly at their dis- 
posal, in the form of physicians, nurses, medical sup- 
plies, kitchens, tents, clothing. 

Now the greatest disaster of aH has struck, and 
the Red Cross again does its merciful duty for the 
relief of sufferers in the war zone. From American 
Red Crogs headquarters in Washington has come a 
call to the nation for a $10,000,000 fund, of which the 
St. Louis area’s quota is $232,000.

Indeed, if the war spirit stirs any- 
where in our country, here is a campaign of mercy 
where it may find safe and proper outlet. 

The American Red Cross, which has helped in so 
many domestic calamities, would be the last to urge 
stinting the needy at home so relief may go abroad. 
But the sufferings of helpless noncombatants, caught 
in a catastrophe not of their making or their desire, 
sound an appeal that knows no boundaries. 
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Here was the iris at its purple best, here the spirea 
in its bridal glory, and here the elms were preening 
and the maples greening, and the general effect was 
okay, and into this sanctuary roared the Cincinnati 
Reds and ruined everything.

Eliot, have to abandon the 
Pacific and our interests in that quarter of the 
globe, as well as those of England, France and The 
Netherlands, to the mercy of the Japanese. 

Further, he asked, what could the American navy 
do for the Allies? Would it be used merely to rein- 
force convoys and the submarine patrol, or might a 
British sea lord decide to risk our battleships to force 
the narrow, mine-filled entrance to the Baltic? 

As for the air arm, Maj. Eliot pointed out that 
technical reasons would make it necessary to build 
American flying fields in England and France. 
These would have to be placed under the protection 
of Allied troops, thus virtually bringing our planes 
under Allied command, or we would have to send 
soldiers to guard and maintain them—in other words, 
another expeditionary force, 

“Unless we wish to get into this war all the way,” 
he said, “we will do well to avoid taking the first 
‘steps in that direction. If it is to our vital interest 
to get in, let us get in with our whole strength de- 
voted toward the single end of victory. If it is to our 
greater interest to stay out, let us not deceive our- 
selves that we can go halfway down the path of war 
without proceding to its end.”

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PERILS OF PARACHUTE WARFARE. 

Parachute attack can be highly effective in modern 
warfare, says Capt. Liddell Hart, British military ex- 
pert, in our Mirror, of Public Opinion article today. 
Nevertheless, it cannot be successful without a high 
ratio of sacrifice, alluring only to a high command 
ready to make extravagant use of its manpower.

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DON’T FORGET THE INNOCENT VICTIMS.

F all types of force, an air force has 
Oj greatest mobility and flexibility, espe- 
cially when it is operating in its own 
territory, where there is likely to be a close- 


linked chain of airdromes. Thereby it can 
be concentrated swiftly, in ever-growing 
numbers, at any point on the coast where an 
invader’s appearance is reported. 

By contrast, the invader’s resources are 
rigidly limited unless and until he can not 
‘only make good his landing but occupy a 
|sufficiently large stretch of the country to 
establish airdromes. Only against some iso- 
lated colony, out of reach of air reinforce- 
ments fram the mother country, does there 
/seem to be a chance of overseas invasion 
succeeding under present-day conditions. 

In case of war, that factor might seriously 
hamper our Mediterranean strategy, and 
prevent us applying our historic method of 
‘amphibious operations. A new Gallipoli ex- 
pedition, against a different Mediterranean 
opponent, might not merely end in failure, 
|but meet disaster at the outset. 

But England herself, in consequence, is at 
least more secure than ever before against 
invasion in the familiar sense. This island 
is not likely to feel the tread of an invading 
army, unless as a sequel to capitulation from 
other causes, So far as there is any chance 
of a decisive stroke directly against us, it 
would come only from overwhelming air 
attack. This would not be invasion in the 
normal meaning of the word, sing it would 
be delivered by forces operating from, and 
returning after each attack to, another coun- 
try. It would really be super-scale raiding. 

* e * 


None the less, there is now a serious threat 
of a new kind of invasion by ground forces, 
though not by anarmy. This possibility has 
arisen just as the old danger was disappear- 
ing. It was heralded by Russia's develop- 
ment of parachute troops, which have since 
been copied in several other Continental 
countries. 

In the Russian maneuvers of 1936, a force 

of 1200 men, together with 150 machine guns 
and 18 light field guns, was carried 100 miles 
in troop-carrying aircraft and dropped on 
an airdrome behind the enemy’s front. With- 
in eight minutes of the release of the para- 
chutes, the force had assembled on the 
ground and driven off the defenders. 
_ Since then, the scale of the forces used 
|in such operations has been increased. Their 
spectacular nature may be as likely to make 
| professional soldiers undu!y skeptical of the 
| potentialities as to produce among the pub- 
lic an exaggerated estimate of the menace. 
| It is easy to perceive the practical diffi- 
culties which such an expedition might en- 
counter if carried out under war conditions, 
the dangers it might run both in its passage 
through the air, in the descent to the gréund 
and in maintaining itself when landed. 
Nevertheless, any instrument of surprise 
starts with a big advantage in war—audacity 
pays, especially when allied with mobility. 
Because of its range and power of variabil- 
ity, the “parachute stroke” has possibilities 
that it would be foolish to underrate. Its 
indirect strategic influence may be much 
greater than its actual results. 

All armies, and nearly all commanders, 
are acutely susceptible to the threat of a 
blow in the back, and to the interruption 
of their communications. The knowledge 
that the enemy has parachute forces that 
can be dropped near important bridges or

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Maj. Eliot Explains Dutch 
And Belgian Defense Plans 


Continued From Page One. 


Belgian is marshy and ~ difficult; 
between this country and the wood- 
ed Ardennes there is a wide gap 
through which flows the Meuse. 
This gap is guardad by the great 
fortress of Liege, with its ring of 
old forts, built in 1890 by the en- 
gineer Brailmont and reconstructed 
on modern lines since the World 
War, and an outer ring of much 
newer and stronger forts, covered 
in turn by outpost positions (pill- 
boxes, tank traps, field works, 
etc.). 

Liege may thus be considered the 
key to Belgium (as indeed it proved 
in 1914), with the Albert Canal to 
the left, and the Ardennes to the 
right, forming flank positions or 
wings to delay the progress of any 
German turning movement until 
help can arrive. In the Ardennes 
themselves special measures for de- 
fense have been taken, and special 
troops organized for delaying any 
enemy attempt to penetrate this 
difficult terrain, taking full advant- 
age of the numerous natural ob- 
stacles available. 

One weakness of the Liege posi- 
tion is the long thin finger of the 
Dutch province of Limburg which 
thrusts forwgrd along the Meuse 
(Maas) between Germany and Bel- 
gium; it is difficult for the Dutch 
to defend, yet the inability of the 
Belgians to hold and fortify a 
strong bridge head at Maastricht 
comes near making the Germans a 
present, at the outset, of a gateway 
into Belgium. The Albert Canal be- 
hind Maastricht has been organized 
for defense of this position, but is 

Sco close to the frontier that not 
uch can be done in the way of 
defense in depth, s0 necessary in 

- modern tactics. 


What Belgium Can Mobilize. 


The Belgian army on mobilization 
can put 12 divisions into the field, 
plus two partly mechanized light di- 
visions and the special division for 
the Ardennes (Chasseurs d’Arden- 
nes). This would come to about 
260,000 men, including some 25,000 
fortress troops and frontier cyclists. 

Perhaps 350,000 to 400,000 wholly 
or partly trained replacements 
would be available, some of which 
might eventually be formed into six 
additional reserve divisions. The 
equipment and armament is su- 
perior to those of The Netherlands 
and includes a much higher scale 
of mechanization, 

It appears from present indica- 
tions that the Germans have de- 
veloped two separate attacks—one 
against The Netherlands, and one 
against Belgium. The main Ger- 

man drive against The Netherlands 
is directing itself initially upon 
Utrecht, north of the Central Riv- 
ers. Its ultimate objective is prob- 
ably Amsterdam. This German 
drive has breached the outpost line 
along the River Ijssel and the Ger- 
mans claim it has also breached 
the first main Dutch defense line 
between Amersfoort and Rhenen; 
this is denied by the Dutch. 

One significant point is that noth- 
ing in the way of reliable eye-wit- 
ness accounts indicates that the 
Dutch have actually carried out in- 
undations to any great’ extent. 
Amersfoort is in the center of the 
great dike-control system; and we 
do not have any reports from that 
town to tell us what, if anything, 
the Germans have been able to ac- 
complish there by fifth-column 
methods or by parachutists, it is 
certainly odd that the Germans 
have been able to penetrate this 
water line, if indeed they have. 


Various German Operations. 


Subsidiary German operations in 
The Netherlands, all of course 
linked up with their main drive on 
Utrecht, include the following: 

1. Operations of the air force, in- 
cluding parachute troops, largely 
centered (as to the latter) on Rot- 
terdam and The Hague. Objective 
at Rotterdam, jo seize and hold the 
Waalhoven airport and the docks, 
thus preventing use of the airport 
by the Dutch and Allies, and deny- 
ing to the Allied reinforcements the 


principal seaport of Holland. Ob-Brussels, 


jective at The Hague the paralysis 
or perhaps seizure of the Dutch 
Government. 

The Dutch claim to be cleaning 
up the last embers of resistance in 
Rotterdam, and at the Hague the 
German attempt was definite fail- 
ure. However, in general the pa . 
chutists, with assistance of bomb- 
‘ers, have created an immense di- 
version behind the Dutch lines and 
have certainly occupied the atten- 
tion of forces many times their 
numbers, to the weakening of the 
Dutch main effort, and to the de- 
lay of the Allied reinforcements 
coming in by sea. 


Drive Across the North. 


2. A drive across the undefended 
Northern Provinces, which has 
reached Harlingen at the mouth of 
the Ijsselmeer. There is a motor 
road on the great dike across this 
mouth, but one can hardly suppose 
that the Dutch, who have very care- 
fully and painstakingly carried out 
all necessary demolitions, will have 
left this in shape to be used for a 
German rush into North Holland. 
The Germans are hinting at a boat 
attack across the Ijsselmeer; this 
may later develop, or may be mere- 
ly an attempt to immobilize Dutch 
and Allied forces. 

3. An attack appears to be de- 
veloping south of the central riv- 
ers, and is said by the Germans 
to have pierced the Peel defense 
line, based largely on the Peel 
marshes and extending roughly 
from Rhenen to Roermond. The 
Dutch communique says that 
French forces are fighting against 
the Germans in the Eastern part 
of the Province of Noord Brabant, 
which is in this same location. This 
attack may in the end turn out to 
be the most dangerous German 
thrust of all, as, if it goes far 
enough it will separate The Neth- 
erlands from Belgium, isolate the 
main Dutch armies and may de- 
velop into a direct threat to both 
Antwerp and Rotterdam. 

The German attack on ~“elgium 
has been intially directed toward 
forcing a crossing of the Meuse 
north of Liege, and enveloping that 
fortress from the rear. The cross- 
ing was made at Maastricht, in the 
Dutch Province of Limburg. The 
northernmost fort of the new 
Liege defenses, that at Eben Emael, 
guarding the Junction of the Albert 
Canal and the Meuse, is reported in 
German hands; this, if true, is 
extremely serious. 

Eben Emael is a new fort, con- 
structed according to the latest 
principles; its fall is said to have 
been due to a “new method” car- 
ried out by a German air force 
detachment under Lieut. Witzig. 
There is a hint that a new “nerve 
gas” may have been introduced 
into the fort’s ventilating system. 


How Germans Took Bridge. 


Parachutists, disguised civilians 
and air attacks all in combination 
are stated to have given the Ger- 
mans possession of a bridge over 
the Albert Canal. This new tech- 
nique of warfare, and old air meth- 
ods plus the fifth column or Tro- 
jan horse, has apparently served 
the Germans very well, indeed. 
Their mechanized forces, crossing 
the Meuse at Maastricht and the 
Albert Canal on the captured 
bridges, are said to have reached 
Waremme, west of Liege, on the 
main Liege-Brussels railway. 

The Germans say that they have 
taken the citadel of Liege itself, 
which is an old fortification of no 
great military importance; this has 
apparently been done either by 
fifth column elements or by a 
force which, emulating Ludendorff’s 
exploit of 1914, has penetrated be- 
tween the forts into the city. The 
Germans admit that the forts are 
still holding out. An Allied-Belgian 
counterattack appears to be devel- 
oping, and advanced mechanized 
units have clashed with the Ger- 
mans in the vicinity of Waremme. 

Meanwhile, another German force 
has advanced into the Ardennes, 
and is apparently making progress, 
resisted by the Belgians and by 
French cavalry. One report, from 
unconfirmed, says that

Strength of Allies Undisclosed. 


There is nothing to show the ex- 
tent of the Allied reinforcements, 
or their location. But it may be 
reflected that this move above all 
others is the one which the very 
careful and able French general 
staff, now directing the Allied op- 
erations by land, has been provid- 
ing against all these years. One 
may, therefore, expect vigorous Al- 
lied countermeasures. 

In 1915 the Germans attacked in 
very much the same place; they 
by-passed Liege, where the forts 
held out for 12 days against a spe- 
cial besieging force while the Ger- 
mans advanced on Brussels. The 
Belgians, ill-prepared, might have 
attempted a stand before the capi- 
tal had Allied reinforcements been 
rushed to them, but the French 
were obsessed with the idea of a 
great offensive in Alsace-Lorraine, 
and the British army was being 
sent, according to pre-arranged 
plan, to form the left wing of the 
Allied forces and could not be di- 
verted to save Belgium. It is un- 
likely in the last degree that these 
mistakes will be repeated, 

The Germans must, therefore, de- 
pend on their air force to hamper 
the progress of Allied reinforce- 
ments while they make good their 
grip on the crossings of the Meuse 
and the Albert Canal, surround and 
reduce Liege and thus establish 
themselves firmly in Belgium; if 
they can. It must be pointed out 
that like many frontier fortresses, 
Liege is not intended as a final bar- 
rier to a hostile advance, but only 
as a delaying position to enable 
mobile forces to come into action. 
Meanwhile it denies to the invader 
essential lines of communication, 


Germans Superior in Air. 


In the air the Germans appear 
to have a considerable superiority. 
Their air force carries out 
varied missions almost at will. 
There is Allied air opposition, of 
course; opposition much more 
formidable and determined than 
anything the Germans have encoun- 
tered in Norway or Poland.

E have just heard about a 
Wooune man who lost out in an 

important business deal be- 
cause he was a poor listener. He 
had an idea which, if he could get 
the right financial backing, was 
pretty sure to bring him consider- 
able prominence and a splendid in- 
come, Mr. A, a well-to-do business 
man, heard about it, became inter- 
ested, and called the young man 
into his office for a conference. 

The chap with the idea did a 
splendid job of presenting it, and 
Mr. A was thoroughly sold. He 
was just about ready to draw up 
a contract, when he started talking 
to his visitor about another mat- 
ter. And immediately the young 
man’s attention began to wander. 
He looked out the window while 
Mr. A was speaking. He picked 
up a magazine and _  furtively 
thumbed its pages. Mr. A asked 
a question and got an answer 
which indicated that the young 
man hadn’t even heard what he 
had just said. 

The interview ended right there. 
Mr. A changed his mind abruptly, 
and had nothing more to do with 
the young man or his idea. And 
the reason is best expressed in Mr. 
A’s own words: 

“I simply didn’t like that young 
man. His wandering attention 
might have indicated evasiveness, 
or inability to concentrate, or sim- 
ply such a self-centered attitude 
that he couldn’t be interested in 
what anyone else had to say. What- 
ever the reason was, I didn’t want 
to get tied up with him. A poor 
listener is a poor bet, as far as I’m 
concerned.” 

That's a true story—some of you 
would recognize Mr. A’s real name 
if we mentioned it. And it indicates 
just how important it is for any

young modern to form the habit 
of being a good listener. It’s im- 
portant in your social as well as 
your business contacts. Listening 
attentively when someone is speak- 
ing to you is a compliment to the 
speaker. You imply that what he 
is saying is interesting and im- 
portant. 

Letting your attention wander, 
on the other hand, indicates that 
you consider the speaker’s words a 
lamentable waste of breath. And if 
there’s anything that will irritate 
a person to the snarling point, it’s 
the implication that he and what 
he has to say are not of the least 
importance. 

Being a good listener is so easy 
that any young man or woman is 


unforgivably foolish not to become 
one. The main thing to remember 
is to look at the person who is 
speaking. You may be able to lis- 
ten attentively with your eyes on 
something else, but you don’t ap- 
pear to be listening. And that cre- 
ates a bad impression. 

Concentrate on what is being 
said, even if it doesn’t seem terribly 
important to you. If it wasn’t of 
some importance to the speaker, he 
wouldn’t bother mentioning it. 
Don’t interrupt, or suddenly change 
the subject. Don’t fidget impatient- 
ly, obviously hardly able to wait 
until you can break in and start 
talking yourself. 

Many a young man has earned a 
reputation for being a wise and 


thoughtful person simply because 
he listened carefully and made com- 
ments which showed he was digest- 
ing what he was hearing. Many a 
girl has made herself charming to 
boys and girls alike, simply because 
she showed a vital and sincere in- 
terest in what they thought and 
what they said. 

So cultivate the listening habit! 
It’s one thing you can learn any- 
where, at any time. In every con- 
tact you have with another person, 
pay attention to what he says with 
both your eyes and your ears. It 
will make you a better-liked young 
modern now, and some day it may 
mean the difference between get-

Norths opening bid was selected

Finger Bowls 
By Emily Post 


HILE it is true that finger 
W rows are seldom necessary, 

or even used more than oc- 
casionally by many persons, they 
are as much a requirement of cor- 
rect table service as are service 
plates, and properly placed imple- 
ments of flat silver to correct table 
setting. To speak of finger bowls 
as being “pretentious” is much 
the same as it would be to speak 
of a tablecloth or place mats or 
a centerpiece or any of the other 
details of attractive table setting 
as being “pretentious.” Finger 
bowls denote the end of lunch, 
dinner or supper exactly as periods 
denote the end of the sentences in 
a letter. 

At breakfast, finger bowls are 
included only when fruit is to be 
eaten in the fingers. They are in- 
cluded in the middle of a meal 
(filled with hot, slightly soaped wa- 
ter) only when something is to be 
eaten that can make fingers greasy 
—corn on the cob or broiled lob- 
ster for instance. On the other 
hand, if service and setting does 
not follow formal precept, if serv- 
ice plates are eliminated because 
their only use is to contribute an 
attractive appearance to the table 
at which one sits down, finger 
bewls (although of course more 
useful) could certainly be dis- 
pensed with as unneeded—but not 
because they could be called “pre- 
tentious.”

This was the subject of discus- 
sion of about 50 physicians at a re- 
cent meeting of. the Academy of 
Dermatology in Philadelphia. This 
shows that the seemingly trivial 
problem is one that is by no means 
as easy as it looks. Some cases of 
warts are very easy to cure; others 
will tax the resourcefulness of the 
skin specialist to the limit. About 
half the cases of juvenile warts, on 
people below the age of 15, can be 
cured without treatment. 

Since so many warts can be 
cured by suggestion, this is the ex- 
planation of time-honored methods 
of rubbing the wart with a piece 
of meat and then burying the meat 
under an apple tree on a moonlight 
night, rubbing the water with a cut 
apple licked with the tongue, etc. 

The suggestion treatment con- 
sists in painting the warts with an 
entirely inert coloring fluid. The 
patient is told very impressively 
that as long as any trace of color 
is visible the warts are not to be 
touched. The complete disappear- 
ance of the warts occurs in four to 
eight weeks with this innocuous 
treatment in favorable cases. 

The best form of physical treat- 
ment is by the x-ray. Simple ap- 
plications of certain ointments are 
often very efficacious.

They grew up 
together in a little town called 
Saratoga in California, where 
Olivia, the elder, and Joan, the 
younger, went to school, won schol- 
arships, made candy for the boy 
friends on Sunday evenings and 
took parts in most of the home 
talent shows. 


Olivia was the first to leave Sara- 
toga to seek fame and fortune in 
Hollywood, 500 miles away. She 
made her debut as the second un- 
derdstudy in the Hermia role in 
Max Reinhardt’s Hollywood bowl 
presentation of “A Midsummer 
Night’s Dream.” Mickey Rooney, 
then considered an obnoxious young 
upstart in Hollywood, played 
“Puck.” Olivia had played “Puck” 
in a Saratoga presentation of the 
same play but the second under- 
study role was the best she could 
get in Reinhardt’s production.

It was Dave 
Selznick who also chose her for 
the leading feminine role in the 
screen version of the popular mys- 
tery novel “Rebecca,” opposite Lau- 
rence Olivier. The picture is a 
great success and Miss Fontaine is 
a great success in it. Up in Sara- 
‘toga, Mrs. Fontaine can tend her 
flowers and teach her classes in 
dramatics—if she still has them— 
serene in the knowledge that her 
daughters have achieved an envia- 
ble success and some happiness in 
Hollywood, the most difficult place 
to find either in the whole wide 
world.

Economical Menus 


Feeding Family of Five on About $12 a Week 
By Meta Given, Noted Food Authority 


Dinner. 
Baked eggs in bacon rings; five 
rounds toast, five strips bacon, five

toes; sweet-sour carrots, recipe al- 
ready given; bread and butter, 10 
slices bread, butter; ambrosia, two 
oranges, three bananas; coffee, two 
tablespoons coffee (for adults); 
milk, for children. 


WHAT IS THE diet used to pre- 
vent epileptic seizures? 


The diet is a high-fat diet, low in 
starch and sugar, known as the 
“ketogenic diet.” It is considered 
by many who have had experience 
with epilepsy that convulsions can 
be controlled better with this diet 
than with the use of drugs. In 
cases in which it works, which 
amounts to about 50 per cent of pa- 
tients, it works beautifully. It is 
especially valuable in children. 

It is possible for patients in any 
walk of life to learn this diet and 
adhere to it rigidly. We have rec- 
ords of laborers who have learned 
the diet and who have carried it 
out over a period of years. Young 
children offer the most difficult 
problem, because in many instances 
it is impossible to make them un- 
derstand the importance of rigid 
adherence to the routine. Many of 
them will steal candy or sweets 
and, of course, spoil the state of 
ketosis. 

Other children learn very early 
the importance of rigid adherence. 
Dr. Thomas Marks of Lexington, 
Ky., tells a most illuminating story 
of one of his little patients who 
had been on the diet for several 
months. This boy came into a cor- 
ner drug store with three of his 
playmates. The playmates each 
bought an ice cream cone, and this 
little fellow showed no inclination 
to obtain one. A traveling man 
standing in the store noticed that 
the boy did not have a cone and, 
feeling sorry for him, suggested 
that he would be glad to buy one 
for the child. The boy looked up 
at him and said: “Thanks, Mister, 
but I wouldn’t eat one of them 
things for fifty dollars.

One bunch carrots, one-half cup 
sugar, three tablespoons flour, one 
cup carrot water, one-fourth cup 
vinegar, one-half teaspoon salt. 

Cook carrots until tender in boil- 
ing salted water. Mix other in- 
gredients and cook over direct heat 
until thickened, stirring constant- 
ly. Add cooked carrots and con- 
tinue heating until warmed through. 
Serves five.
